Whether or not the more than 30.000 
firemen employed on fifty-four railroads 
Operating east of Chicago are to strike 
will probably be settled to-night. By, that 
time, it is expected, Judge Martin A. 
Knapp of the United States Commerce 
Court, and G. W. W. Hanger, Acting 
United States Commissioner of Labor, 
will have completed their labors as media- 
tors between the firemen and the rail- 
roads. Judge Knapp will return from 
Washington to-day, and will confer 
immediately with the Conference Commit- 
tee of Railroad Managers. From them 
he will go to the Committee of Firemen in 
the Broadway Central Hotel. 

On what word he carries from the man- 
agers to the firemen depends the question 
of a strike, and should this word be un-

The firemen demand that their differ- 
ences with the various roads be arbitrated 
under the Erdman act. They have al- 
ready declined to consider a modifica- 
tion of the provisions of this act to en- 
large the group of arbitrators to six, and 
it is believed that nothing but complete 
surrender on this point by the railroads 
involved can prevent a strike. 

A press and statistical bureau in Wash- 
ington, D. C., whose special purpose is 
to prepare documents for the use of arbi- 
tration boards, is at the bottom of the 
present deadlock between the managers 
of th: fifty-four railroads operating east 
of Chicago and ‘he 30,000 firemen em- 
ployed in operating them. according to as- 
gseftions made by W. S. Carter, leader of 
the firemen, at the firemen's hadquar- 
ters, in the Broadway Central Hotel, last 
night. F 

Mr. Carter says the railroads have a 
vast amount cf this statistical informa- 
tion which they are intent.ipon entering 
as evidence and which the firemen are 
equally intent upon shutting out. _ 

Mr. Carter says his men are fighting 
doggedly tor arbitration under the Erd- 
man act because they believe the. rail- 
roads will never dare to bring:in this bulk 
of documents if they have to-swear to 
their accuracy and submit to cross-exam- 
ination of their witnesses, ‘with the lia- 
bility of their punishment for perjury if 
the documents should be’ false. * 3 

The work of the press bureau in Wash- 
ington, to whose activities Mr..Carter at- 
tributes the failure of the managers and 
the men to get together, Catiged many bit- 
ter comments among the.fifemen’s Exec- 
utive Committee. _ : :

With regard, to the public statements by 
the railroad companies wherein it is said 
that the engineers are satisfied and have 
been benefited. by arbitration under the rail- 
roads’ plan, and that the railroads have paid 
$1,000,000 in: back pay, &c., I am advised by 
Grand Chief Stone of:' the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers that while it has been 
ten months since they agreed to arbitrate 
and seven months since the hearings were 
~closed, and given to the Arbitration Board 
for a decision, the award of that board has 
not yet been put into effect, except on one 
railroad, and it has been found necesuary to 
request the Engineers’ Arbitration Board to 
again meet and finally decide what they 
really did mean by the award that they 
handed down. This should convince all of the 
deception being practiced upon the public 
through the statements that are being sent 
out by telegraphic news agencies through- 
out the country, wherein it is represented 
that great sums of money have been paid to 
the engineers because of the award. 

The present truce between the railroad 

managers and the firemen, which was 
made to. permit Judge Knapp to, visit 
Washington, was fixed by joint agree- 
ment, it was léarned la&st night, to termi- 
nate at noon on Monday. 
»’ We have done everything possible to 
avert the strike,’’ said one member of 
the railroad managers’ committee last 
night, ‘‘ and now out of courtesy to Judge 
Knapp we cannot move until Monday 
noon. After that our policy will be simply 
to let the strike come on.” 

The railroad managers’ conference com- 
mittee, of which Elisha Lee is Chairman, 
has been called together for a _ special 
meeting this morning at 9 o'clock. It is 
thought that the final communication to 
the firemen will be drawn up at this 
meeting and delivered at noon through 
Judge Knapp. 

The firemen hive a strike order already 
out which has. been “held for release.’’ 
As it calls upon the men ‘to withdraw 
peaceably’ it is thought that two days 
will be required after it is issued for 
firemen to comply fully with the terms. 

President. W. G. Besler of the Central 
| Railroad of New Jersey, at the Waldorf 
. last night, treated lightly the contentions 
’ of the firetnen that they could stop traf- 

fic on the Eastern roads. 

“Any husky coal wagon man, or any la- 
berer who can shovel coal, can do a fire- 
man’s work,’’ said he. ‘‘ The only pre- 
liminary instruction a fireman gets is 
that a green man is taken once over the 
road by an experienced man, after which 
he is a full-fledged fireman.’’ 

President Besler believes the threatened 
strike will not occur, but, if it does, the 
roads will be run without any great diffi- 
eulty.

Repassage by Both Houses Over Veto 
Is Sure, Says Dillingham.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—Senator Will- 
iam P. Dillingham of Vermont, a promi- 
nent member of the Committee on Im- 
migration, and Representative John L. 
Burnett of Alabama, Chairman’ of- the 
Committee on Immigration and Naturali- 
zation, conferred to-day on plans for 
passing the Immigration bill over the 
President’s veto. Mr. Dillingham reported 
that only nine Republican Senators voted 
against the literacy test, on which the 
veto was based, and that all the others 

would vote to override the President. 


Mr. Burnett had made a canvass’ of the 
situation in the House, and he reported 
that not one Republican who had voted 
for the bill on its passage would vote 
against it now out of respect for the Pres- 
ident. The real test vote in the House, 
he said, was 177 to 74—a safe two-thirds, 
and that vote he thought could be relied 
on when the bill comes up for repassage, 
“the objections of the President of the 
United States to the contrary notwith- 
standing.” 

The bill will be called up by Senator 
Lodge to-morrow, and it will be sent to 
the House as quickly as debate permits. 
; When the bill will come up in the House 
{is doubtful, but Mr. Burnett thought a 
rule would give it precedence twenty-four 
hours after it passes the Senate.

A keen controversy had arisen among 
the committees over the rival claims 6f 
adherents of Drs. Hertz and Hyamson, 
and an effort was made at to-day’s 
meeting to, postpone the election. After 
a long discussion a motion for such 
postponement was defeated by an over- 
whelming majority. 

Before the voting began the question 
was raised:as to the respective qualifi- 
cations of Dr, Hertz and Dr. Hyamason, 
some criticism being made of Dr. Hy- 
amson’s knowledge of rabbinical law as 
compared with that of Dr. Hertz. On 
thé other hand, Dr. Hyamson’s claim 
was defended on the ground of his long 
association with the late Chief Rabbi 
and his fulfillment of many duties of 
the office. 

The election of Dr. Hertz to the post 
was due to a great extent to Lord Roth- 
schild, who. repeatedly urged the necés- 
sity of filling the vacant post at the 
earlHest possible moment. 

Lord. Rothschild opened ‘the proceed- 
ings with a reference to the significant 
character of the meeting and disposed 
of the assertions of unfitness that had 
been made against the chosen candidate 
of the Selection Committee. He also 
referred to the statement that Dr. Hertz 
had been adopted as a candidate on the 
recommendation of Lord Milner. Corre- 
spondence was read froin Lord Milner 
himself, proving the baselessness of this 
statement. 

Dr. Hertz’s salary as Chief Rabbi will 


be $10,000 a year, out of which he pro~ 


vides the expenses of his office, such as 
the payment of a secretary’s salary. 
His residence must be near the East 
End, London. He will be President of 
the Jewish Court, where civil and eccle- 
siastical cases concerning the Jews are 
heard.

The Rev. Dr. Joseph H. Hertz, rabbi 
of the Synagogue Orach Chaim, at Nine- 
ty-fifth Street and Lexington Avenue, 
who was chosen Chief Rabbi of Great 
Britain yesterday, received last evening 
official word of his election by a cable 
message to his home, 9 East Ninety- 
seventh Street. 

Dr. Hertz was unwilling to make any 
statement concerning his election or his 
plans beyond saying that he had accepted 
the office and would leave for England 
very soon, probably In March. 

Dr. Hertr was born.in Hungary in ‘1872, 

and came to this city in 1884. He was 
éducated at the College of the City of 
New York and Columbia’ University,. re- 
ceiving the degrée of Doctor of Philosophy 
at the latter institution. He'received his 
rabbinical training at. the Jewish Thee- 
logical Seminary-of America in this city, 
and was its first graduate rabbi. 
’ For two years he had charge of the con- 
gregation Adas Jeshurun in Syracuse. 
From there he went in 1897 to South 
Africa, where, for thirteen years, he was 
rabbi of the Jewish congregation at 
Johannesburg. He was expelled from 
the Transvaal for a time by the Boer 
Government for advocating the removal 
of religious disabilities. He returned to 
this country once whilé rabbi of the 
Johannesburg congregation, when he 
came here to marry. 

In 1911 Dr. Hertz was called by the 
congregation of Orach Chaim Synagogue, 
this city, which had been without a rabbi 
since the death of the Rev. Joseph Mayer 
Asher. He accepted, and in September, 
1911, took up his duties at the local syna- 
gogue, where he has been ever since. The 
congregation granted him Jeave of absence 
last March to go to England at the invi- 
tation of several leading Jewish laymen 
there, to preach for three months in 
ynagogues of the United Kingdom as a 
candidate for the office of Chief Rabbi. 

Dr. Hertz is well known as a scholar 
and writer. He is the author of ‘ The 
Jew in South Africa,” ‘The Ethical Sys- 
tem of James Martineau,” ‘‘ The Place of 
the Univérsity in’ Modern Life,” and other 
works.

It was devised to aid subjects 
to relax as completely as a gallon of 
molasses on a slab of cold marble. The 
scientists have been satisfied~ that sleep 
1S unnecessary by the experience of a Har- 
vard professor who has not slept in 
twenty years. When a victim of insomnia } 
and threatened with insanity twenty years | 
| ago, the professor discovered by accident 

the “lost instinct,” which Dr. Lydiard H. 
Horton of the State Hospital and other 
eminent psychologists are striving to 
bring back to mankind. 

- This “twilight state,’’ as they call it, 
is a scientific rest’ far more satisfying 
than sleep. It restores the bodily vigor 
in half the time required by the common 
or mattress variety of sleep. The psychal- 
ogists assert it also permits the brain 
to. put in twenty-four hours’ work & day. 
The facts of the Harvard professor’s feat 
of retaining full consciousness for twenty 
years were given out to-day on condition 
that his identity be kept secret. 

Dr. George Herbert Palmer, professor 
ef philosophy, and -Prof. Munsterburg, 
bread of the department of psychology, are 
personal friends of the sleepless educator 
and have been interested in his case for 
years. He har for thirty years been a 
member of the Harvard Faculty and is 
distinguishcd as a writer and lecturer. 

He lives in Cambridge, near the Uni- 
versity. Although doctors feared in- 
somnia was driving him ‘insane before 
he learned to rest without sleeping or 
losing consciousness, he is in good health. 
There is nothing in his appearance to 
betray the fact that he never sleeps. He 
is famous, even in Harvard, for his un- 
usually keen and agile mind. 

The professor discovered two decades 
ago that hard mental work he was doing 
was making it more and more difficult 
for him to sleep. He worried greatly 
over his condition. Then he took up his 
problem in an impersonal way and studied 
it. He found that when he lay down 
and relaxed his body in a certain way 
he was able to rest without sleeping. 
“Since then he has never slept for a 
single instant, nor hag he tried to sleep. 
He has found it unnecessary,” said a 


Harvard psychologist familiar with the 
case. 

Prof. Miinsterberg assured a_ reporter 
that his brother professor’s independence 
of sleep was nothing more than any one 
could acquire with the proper training and 
will power. 

“The experience of this man—I won't 
speak his name, for he is my friend, and 
he is a little sensitive—is nothing that 
cannot be explained by science,” added 
Prof. Miinsterberg. 


RADIO FOR ROCKEFELLERS. 


Sons of William G. Study Wireless— 
To Have Home Plant When Qualified.

GREENWICH, Conn., Feb. 16.—Godfrey 
and Stillman Rockefeller, the two young 
sons of William G. Rockefeller, have 
taken up the study of wireless telegraphy, 
and their father intends to erect for them 
an up-to-date wireless station at their 
home on Lake Avenue here as soon as 
they prove they are able to operate it. 
With this reward in sight the. boys are 
deetrmined: to master the aerial sci- 
ence. They receive two lessons a week 
from John Barrett, who is an expert 
telegrapher, although he operates his sta- 
tion at night only for his own amusement, 
being a jeweler by day. 

The Rockefeller boys and three of their 
chums take messages from all the sta- 
tions along the coast, and send to those 
within a radius of fifty miles, which in- 
clude Sound steamers. The boys intend 


to have wireless outfits on their father’s 
yacht next Summer.

The Cabinet approved the dyaft of a| 
message fo the Mexican President and 
its terms will probably be made public 
to-day. No statement was given out ‘that | 
threw any light on the terms of that 
reply, but it is thought that it will be 
such as to commit the United States to 
no change of policy at this time. d 

When Secretary of State Knox left the 
Cabinet. meeting he said. positively that 
this Government's policy of non-interven- 
tion in Mexican affairs would continue. 
No additiorial ships for the present will be 
sent to Mexican ports, and the American 
army will remain at the present posts. 

Mr. Knox said that the Cabinet meeting 
had discussed in full this Government’s 
reply to President Madero and he would | 
himself send that reply at once. Some 
time to-day he will make public the text 
of President Madero’s note and his reply 
to it. 


Madero’s Appeal to Taft. 


President Madero’s message to Presi- 
dent Taft had to do with the report in 
circulation in the City of Mexico Saturday 
that the United States Government had 
decided on a policy of military interven- 
tion, and that official information to that | 
effect had been given to the British Min-f 
ister in the City of Mexico. President! 
Madero was anxious to obtain first hand! 
knowledge as to the truth of this report, | 
and he asked President Taft to inform 
him whether this Government had meee 
to intervene or was considering a policy 
of intervention. | 

President Madero referred to the news 
of the sending of American warships to} 
Mexican ports, and asked Taft to order 
their commanders not to disembark troops 
in Mexico, as he feared that such a step 
would result in more terrible consequences | 
than those with which Mexico was then| 
contending. He insisted that the Mexican | 
Government was able to guarantee safety | 
to all classes. 

There is a hopeful feeling in the Cabi- 
net circle that the communication which) 





is being sent to President Madero this; 
morning will help clear the atmosphere 
and bring about a better condition of af- 
fairs in Mexico, as far as the interests 
of the United States and other foreign 
countries are concerned. As matters 
stand now, Americans and other foreign- 
ers are in real danger, and a continuance 
of the present condition of disorder may 
lead to excesses which will require the 
United States, and perhaps some of the 
European powers, to take a hand in the 
situation. It is with the desire and in- 
tention of doing everything possible to 
avoid such an outcome that the note to 
Madero was drafted. 

Secretary Knox spent the entire evening 
at the White House in consultation with 
the President, taking with him the latest 
dispatches received from Ambassador 
Wilson. 

No information was given out as to 
the nature or contents of these dispatches, 
but it was obvious that they continued to 
make it necessary for the President to 
maintain a close watch on the situation, 
and to have the attention and advice of 
his Cabinet on the latest phase of affairs. 

It is known that the Cabinet is of one 
mind in support of the President’s policy 
of non-intervention, and no differences of 
opinion have arisen in the consideration 
of the advices received from Ambassador 
Wilson or as to the course that this Gov- 
ernment should follow. 

While there were no positive statements 
in regard to the necessity for the meet-

PHILADELPHIA, Penn., Feb. 16.—Gen. | 
Rosalie Jones, accompanied by her. small} 
but faithful band of suffrage hikers on 
the march to Washington, crossed the 
Delaware this afternoon. The dowsing | 
of Gen. Jones attracted more attention | 
than did the crossing of Gen. Washing- |} 
ton. The suffragist pilgrims had walked | 
through Camden surrounded by a crowd | 
of men and women all hanging on the 
heels of the hikers anxious to get a] 
glimpse of the leader. Ahead walked a} 
delegation of Camden and Philadelphia 
womeh. When the 'ferryboat was reached 
there was a scramble to get on board, 
which threatened to carry some of the 
hikers and their escorts from their feet. 
Some of the male members of the party | 
Bucceéded in getting a lane opened, 
through it Gen. Jones led her company 
on board.

As upon that former occasion when an- | 
other General crossed the Delaware, with | 
much more discomfort, there was ice in 
the river. As the ferryboat went crunch- | 
fing across the stream Gen. Jones, Col. ! 
¥da Craft, and Corp. Martha Klatsekken 
#tood in the bow of the _ boat. Gen. 
Jones for the first time on the march | 
earried an American flag. She carried | 
this, she said, because she believed the | 
crossing of the Army of the Hudson was! 
to be an important event in the history | 
of the struggle of the women of this| 
countty for the ballot. The crowd on | 
the boat filled every bit of available; 


Space, and the pilgrims had to give much! 
attention to maintaining their positions. 
The landing of the brown-clad band in 
Philadelphia was accomplished with great 
difficulty. There were at least two thou- 
sand persons about the ferry house, most- 
lv men and boys. Some of them had been! 


waiting for the pilgrims since the early 
afternoon. 
Police Couldn’t Check Onruash. 


The police apparently had not expected 
such a crowd to turn out and they were 
unable to check the rush that followed the 
appearance of the hikers. There were six 
policemen waiting and they struggled 
Valiantly to protect the marchers from the 
crowd. Their efforts were at first without 
much effect, and a:scene of confusion fol- 


ous, but some were positively insulting. 
In the first rush Gen. Jones had to cling 
to the arm of one of the male marchers, 
while Col. Craft hung upon the arm of | 
her leader, shouting in a piping voice, | 
“Votes for women; on to Washington.” 
Her voice did not carry far above the din, | 
but those who heard it began to shout ; 
and the cries were taken up by the crowd | 


lowed. Five yards from the ferry house | 
Gen. Jones and her party were the storm } 
centre of a howling, struggling mob. In | 
the main the men and boys were good- | 
natured and curiosity seemed to be the} 
reason for the demonstration. It was not | 
in any sense, however, a sympathetic | 
crowd, and very few were the good wishes 
extended to the party. Some of the re- | 
marks shouted were supposed to be humor- |

until the noise swelled into a roar of 
sound. The other members of the party 


almost fought their way to a place beside 
their leader. Corporal Klatschken would 
have been knocked down had it not been 
for young Milton Wend, the trumpeter. 
He carried her through the crowd. “On 
to Washington,” she kept shouting as the 


young' man struggled along. This_ in- 
creased the jeering of the crowd. Some 


distance ahead the yellow banner cf the 
Cauce could be seen wabbling about above 
the heads of the crowd. The standard 
bearer was having a hard time to hold it 
up and maintain her dignity at the same 
time. As the marchers started forward it 
required all the strength of the police- 
men to open a w@y. 


Police Are Reinforced. 


The confusion did not last for many 
blocks, for police reinforcements arrived] 
and soon the pilgrims were swinging up 
the street with the fast increasing crowd; 
keeping a comfortable distance away. 
The marchers stopped at the suffrage 
headquarters in the Hale Building, and 
after a sip of tea continued their way 
to the Hotel Walton. 

While some suffragists of Philadelphia 
turned out to meet the Army of the Hud-} 
gon, there were not so many of them as | 
were expected. According to Miss Caro- | 
line Katzenstein, Secretary of the East 
District Pennsylvania Suffrage Associa- 
tion, Philadelphia women do not like to 





go out on Sunday afternoon. One of} 
the hikers had another explanation. She 
said that in New Jersey and Pennsyl- 


vania suffrage bills were pending in the; 
Legislatures, and the women of these 
States were afraid to do anything that 
might cause these bills to be defeated. 

There was some comment because the 
name of Mrs. Rudolph Blankenburg, wife 
of the Mayor of Philadelphia and for 
twelve yedrs President of the Pennsyl- 
vania Suffragist Association, did not ap- 
pear upon the list of those invited to the 
dinner. It was said by Miss Katzenstein 
that Mrs. Blankenburg had been forgot- 
ten. The committee called her by tele- 
phone at the last minute, but she declined 
to attend the dinner. Mrs. Blankenburg, 
when seen at her home, 214 West Logan

Gifford on account of his having obtainéd, as 
alleged by the complainant, large sums of 
money from the Northern Bank through the 
instrumentality of the Melrose Securities 
Company, a dummy corporation. 


Refera to Gifford Contract, 


The department failed to present evidence 
upon the trial of the claim of Messrs. Gif- 
ford, Hobbs & Beard for $15,000 on account 
of legal services, which would have shown 
that Joseph G. Robin was not an officer or 
Director of the Hamilton Bank, one of the 
predecessors of the Northern Bank, at the 
time when, according to the testimony of 
James M. Gifford, a certain contract was 
entered into between himself and Robin for 
the employment of his firm as attorneys, and 
that when complainant called this matter to 
the attention of the department it failed to 
make application to have such judgment set 
aside upon the ground that fraud had been 
practiced upen the court and vpon the de- 
positors, and has neglected to take steps to 
recover the moneys which, as complainant 
alleges, were literally stolen in this manner 
trom the depositors, 

The Banking Departmeit has neglected and 
refusei to take such steps as are necessary 
te secure the assets of the Commonwealth 
Construction Company for the payment of

Several proposed amendments to the 
present standing rules of the American 
Kennel Club were discussed Saturday 
night by the members of the Long Island

A. P. Vredenburgh,. secretary 
of the American Kennel Club, acted as 
toastmaster, and the dimner and speeches 
elowing kept the diners until nearly 
midnight. 

The amendments, which have been 
drawn up and which it is expected will be 
presented to the American Kennel Club | 
this week for action, were drawn to the 
atiention of the members of the Long Isl- 
and Association by Secretary Vreden- 
burgh in his speech, which opened that 


part of the evening’s programme. The 
amendments in general tend to throw) 
sherper restrictions about the dog shows 
avd the manner in which they are. man- 
arcd, and also to secure more suitable 
judges and professional handlers than 
are at present selected. 


It was proposed to license judges 
and professional handlers. At pres- 
ent, aecording to Secretary Vreden- 
burgh, neither the judges nor the pro-: 
fessional handlers are licensed. One} 
of the objections that Mr. Vreden- 
burgh séemed to:find in the present 


system in regard to the judges is that 
many are allowed: to officiate wha 
know little or nothing about dogs. In 
other words, he said in his speech, the 
judges in general do not take their 
tasks very sériously. The test re- 
quired for a license it is thought would 
eliminate such judges. 

Another defect which the -proposed 
amendments aim to correct is in the lack 
of trained and capable professional han- 
diers. For such men, who play an im- 
portant role during the shows, the require- 
meats would be equally strict for a license.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—Lower pressure 
Over the North Atlartic States and the region 
of the great lakes has been attended by light 
local snow in these regions, while the dis- 
turbance that has passed inland to British 
Columbia has been attended by high winds 
and rains in the North Pacific States.
